Lug eoi? Video! Action! Com- 
puters have it all, at least for Pem-Day's 
lower schoolers. Computer games became 
prevalent in the Lower School over the 
past year, but they differed considerably 
from those found typically in arcades. 
They were instead programs teaching 
language arts and mathematics skills. 

In its second year, the lower school 
computer curriculum expanded nearly as 
rapidly as the computer industry itself. 
The curriculum grew to include educa- 
tional software that taught such things as 
spelling, grammar, parts of speech, 
reading comprehension and basic arith- 
metic. 

Dennis All and Donald Walker, 
Lower School teachers, sponsored the 
curriculum. The program included all 
lower school grades. Each grade but fifth 
spent forty minutes a week with the 
computers, while fifth graders spent three 
periods weekly. The fifth graders were 
introduced to the most basic principles of 
computer programming. Generally, the 
computers only reinforced the material 
taught in the classroom. 

All commented, “Computers are 
superior to traditional teaching methods 
in many ways. They are infinitely patient, 
and if programmed correctly, can dis- 
seminate huge quantities of information.

I 1984 the Pembroke-Country Day 
varsity wrestling team continued the 
steady ascent since the arrival of Coach 
Amos Branson two years ago.

The Effects of Past 


The Wornall homestead was the school’s 
building for its first year. The school then 
moved to 420 West Fifty-seventh Street. 
In the next two years, the student 
population grew from twenty to forty-five 
to fifty-two students, thus outgrowing its 
building. Fifty-first and State Line Road 
became the official new home on January 
20, 1915, and Hoffman left in June of 
1915. 

The school at this time differed f 
greatly from today's institution. Besides 
constant economic instability, the school 
faced various other problems. The 
teachers were young and inexperienced 
and discipline was weak if not absent, 
Furthermore, both scholarship and gener- 
al coordination were poor in some areas. 
By the fall of 1915, the school had grown 
to a student body of seventy-five boys. 
Faculty turnover was a grave problem. Of | 
the eight member staff at the beginning 
of 1914-1915, six were new. For the. 
1917-18 school year, Ralph I. Underhill, | 
the owner and operator of a summer campa | 
in Maine, was hired as headmaster. The] | 
school opened in the fall of 1918 under 
the tension of war.

This was 
designed to make the Country Day School 
attractive as a boarding school, drawing 
boys from a half-dozen states to the south 
and west. 

Howard E. A. Jones was chosen to 
take over as headmaster for the fall of 
1931. Mr. Jones was retained as headmas- 
ter for the opening of the Pembroke- 
Country Day School on September 19, 
1933 and would continue as headmaster 
until 1943 when he became ill. The new 
school opened with 206 pupils. Under 
Jones, scholarship improved and athletic 
teams were successful. The devotion of 
several distinguished faculty who often 
received little or no compensation for 
their services helped the school survive 
the lean years of the Depression. During 
the thirties, few changes were made in the 
physical plant. 

In 1948, Bradford M. Kingman 
became the new headmaster. Kingman’s 
role was pivotal. Kingman reigned from 
1943 until resigning in the spring of 1953. 
Under Kingman, the school instituted a 
policy of entrance by examination. Never 
before was aptitude the most important 
criterion for admission. Before Kingman 
arrived the student body was less than 
200. In 1950 however, 324 boys attended 
Pem-Day. The year he left, the students 
numbered 350. Under Kingman, the 
grounds were groomed, the classrooms 
were updated, and the library was 
improved. Teacher salaries were increased

He found these 
rewarding and helpful to the community 
and to him in his capacity as headmaster 
of the school. It did make his job more

complicated, as he said, “All of my 
attention was absorbed by the school. The 
job’s big because no matter if I was at 
school or not, it continued.” 

Boocock commented about the future 
and the merger, “It may turn out to be 
so smooth that few will notice.’ He 
shared the opinion that in a couple years 
the merger will be accomplished, the 
result being a stable school which will 
continue the fine college preperatory 
education now given by Pem-Day and 
Sunset Hill He cited that various 
academic and nonacademic departments 
would be able to expand, adding many 
new courses as well as extracurricular 
activities such as orchestra and band. 
"Generally speaking," he commented, “I 
feel the new school will bring with it a 
more natural student and learning 
environment." As for Boocock's future, he 
wil assume the headmastership of the 
Riverdale Country School in New York 
City in the fall of 1984.

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Raider Implements Many 


Without a formal Raider room at 
Pem-Day, or a closet, or even a cupboard, 
the 1983-84 Raider staff etched this work 
of art in the basement of Editor-in-Chief 
Ed Rippey. The typical late night/early 
morning meeting went as follows: Colonel 
Jack Pawsat eating, chewing, and demon- 
strating delirium, whether it be Raider 
induced or not; Colonel Jim Figge 
“accidentally” breaking numerous glasses 
and lamps; Colonel Jon Price strutting 
around babbling unprintable captions 
and proving he ate beans for dinner; 
Colonel Clark Smith calling to report he 
is being engulfed by over 450 meters of 
film; and General Ed Rippey orchestrat- 
ing the maneuvers of his well-equipped 
editors from atop a pile a stolen 
undergarments. With these types of 
heathens and their disgusting living 
habits, the basement was instantly 
transformed into an oversized trash 
receptacle which somehow served as the 
environment for completing the 1983-84 
Raider. 

Theoretically, each deadline’s chain 
of events was supposed to begin with a 
general assignment by the Editor- 
in-Chief to his editors, who in turn were 
supposed to pass on their own instruc- 
tions to each respective staff. However, 
because this process is much too idealistic 
and far too simple, the editors themselves 
normally ended up completing the work 
on their own. Thus, in a sense, the 
yearbook was created by just a handful 
of people. 
This handful of editors, despite the 
hindering effects of entropy and pro-
